claims—in three courts—for part 
or all’ of the $4,000,000 left by the 
former Congressman, since the fil-

K. Frank, a nephew, of New York. 

This most recent attack alleges 
the capitalist was of unsound mind 
and unduly influenced in making 
tHe will, which was altered little 
more than a month before his 
death last April, to leave most of 
the estate to another nephew and 
two nieces. ; 

Mark Frank, who was not a 
beneficiary, would have the estate 
distributed among the heirs at 
law. 


These, his petition set forth, 
were himself and the three princi- 


pal beneficiaries under the will— 
Alfred Frank of Oakland, Cal; 
Mrs. Grace F. Greenhall of the 
Congress Hotel, and Mrs. Bran- 


nette M. Krupp of El Paso, Tex. | 
The Five Other Suits. 

Five other claims, in amounts of 
$44,000 and up, have been filed 
since last November. The largest 
was a suit brought in Federal 
Court Wednesday for the entire es- 
tate. Besides the Mark Frank 
suit, the executors now have the 
following pieces of litigation to oc- 
cupy them and an imposing array 
of attorneys for the plaintiffs: 

A Federal Court suit for the 
entire estate, brought by Mrs. 
Gladys Catania, 24 and_ red- 
haired, wife of a New York night 
club entertainer. Mrs. Catania 
contends Frank took full custo- 
dy of her when she was left 
alone in St: Louis, following de- 
sertion by her father and the 
death of her mother, 19 years 
ago, and that his acts constitut- 
ed legal adoption. 

A suit for $500.000 brought in 
Circuit Court by Mrs. Ann Ham- 
ilton, widow and former mani- 
cure, who alleges the former 
Congressman promised she would 
inherit that amount at his death 
if¢ she remained unmarried and 
so let him retain “her compani- 
onship and the companionship of 
her children.”

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CONSTABLE IS HELD 
LIABLE IN SHOOTING 


Court Rules He Has No Right 
to Fire in Attempting Arrest 
for Misdemeanor, 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 8.— 


The sissourl Supreme Court today 
in a decision states that peace of- 
ficers have no legal authority to 
shoot at a person when attempting 
to make an arrest for a misde- 
meanor. 

Holding that the case under con- 
sideration “clearly disclosed an 
abuse of official power,”’ the Court 
ordered former Constable George 


J. Roth of Central Township, St. 
Louis County, to defend a suit on 
his official bond. The bond was 
furnished by the Southern Surety 
Co. of New York, which recently 
was declared insolvent and is being 
liquidated. 

The suit was brought by Austin 
W. Kaercher, who was shot by 


William Skow, a former Deputy 
then 20 years old and a student at 
Washington University, was one of 
six university students in a speed- 
ing automobile pursued by Skow 
on Marchester road, St. Louls 
County, Oct. 24, 1926. 

Skow followed the car into the 
city and fired three shots when the 
driver failed to stop. Kaercher 
was wounded in the back but re- 
covered.

Furniture Co., is sought in a suit 
filed today by Ernest Doctor, a 
bondholder. He alleges the bonds 
are in default and asks that the 
property be sold at foreclosure. A 
hearing will be held before Circuit 
Judge Hall next Thursday. 

The Manne Building, a seven- 
story structure, also was financed 
by Fidelity Bond & Mortgage Vo., 
through a $225,000 bond issue in 
May, 1926. Title is held by Manco 
Realty Co., of which Harry and 
Joseph Manne are officers. They 
also are the officers of the furni- 
ture company. 

Isaac T. Cook, recetver for Fi- 
delity Bond & Mortgage Co., was 
appointed receiver for the Wiltshire 
by Circuit Judge Nortoni. Cook, as 
receiver for the mortgage com- 
pany, took over operation of the 
apartment a month ago because of 
the failure of the equity holder to 
make required sinking fund depos- 
its. 

The receivership suit was filed 
by J. L. Tavan, holder of $3000 in 
bonds. He asked that the Court re- 
quire the equity holder, Mrs. Ella 
Richter, to pay into the court the 
money owed to bond holders, and 
that if this should not be done the 
property be sold for the benefit of 
bond holders. 

The Wiltshire, a nine-story build-

Gov. Alfred E. Smith today sent a 
letter to the Mayors of eight Con- 
necticut cities announcing that he 
would accept the Democratic nom- 
ination for the presidency and 
“will certainly welcome: the sup- 
port of my friends in Connecticut 
and will be very happy t stand 
solidly with them.” 

“It is an absurdity for anyone to 
state that I will repudiate the ac- 
tion of my friends,” the letter said. 
“The truth is I will ‘stay with 
them and everyone who knows me 
will have confidence in that state- 
ment. °* °° * 

“You call to my attention that 
there are now people-whispering 
among the rank and file that I am 
speaking in the interest of an- 
other candidate. That is absolute- 
ly false and would be a betrayal! of 
my friends, which I would nevér 
be guilty of. 

“Not only in your own State of 
Connecticut, but from other parts 
of the country, it has also been 
called to my attention that it is 
whispered among the rank and file 
of our Democrats that I am not 
‘available.’

DUUE-YEAR-OLD RELICS 
DUG UP IN THE DECCAN 


Well-Made Pottery, Left by 
Cultured Race, Found in 
Region of India. 


By the Associated Press. 

MYSORE, India, Apri! 8.—Relics 
of a race, which lived in the Dec- 
can 6000 years ago, made pottery 
with remarkable skill and attained 
a considerable degree. of culture, 
have been discovered in the Chan- 
drava!lli Valley near Chitaldrug. 

Six levels, each marking a 
ground-surface on which an an- 
cient people once lived, were dis- 
closcd by excavations. The most 
recent stratum was 800 years old; 
the lowest marked the level of the 
ground 6000 years ago. 

In this lowest stratum the pot- 
tery and other relics of stone and 
iron ages were found. The stone 
age relics were ornate, with 
metrical floral and other designs. 

The discoveries are said to in- 
dicate these prehistoric inhabitants 
of the Deccan had atttained a de- 
gree of culture equal to that of the 
campignian of France and getulian 
of Africa.

FOUND T0 BE 4000 YEARS OLD 


Scheme Used by ‘iittites and As- 
syrians, Say Clay Tablets at 
Chicago University.

They are now being 
translated by Dr. I. J. Gelb of the 
institute ctaff and throw light on 
business methods of Assyrian mer- 
chants 2200 years before Christ.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 8— 
Making deep inroads in heavily 
populated or industrial centers, 


the Democratic party has rolled up 
a record registration in California 
for the presidentiel primaries on 
May 3, with the Republicans still 
holding a big lead but showing a 
decline of about 10 per cent from 
the 1930 registration. 

Tabulation today of o-ficial re- 
turns from 64 of the State’s 58 
counties gave the following totals 


as compared to full registration 
for 1928 and 1930:

From the back woods sections of 
Northern California to the Imperial 
Valley in the Seuth the Democrats 
made gains. Every county report- 
ing showed an _ increase in the 
Democratic column, Three coun- 
ties reported a decline in Repub- 
lican registration as compared with 
that of both 1928 and 1930. 

A three-cornerea fight for the 
Democratic delegation to the par- 
ty’s national convention has enliv- 
ened interest in the primary. 

The Democratic Presidential as- 
pirants for whom active fights are 
beirg waged are, in the order of 
their appearance on the ballot: 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, John WN, 
Garner ari Alfred E. Smith. 

There is no contest on the Re-

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MARCONI’S PORTABLE TELEPHONE. 
If Marconi’s new radio-telephone lives up to the 
expectations raised in its successful test, it may be 
that the portable wireless telephone has come into 
being. Utilizing ultra-short radio waves, the new in- 
strument is said to be capable of communication with 
any telephone within 100 miles, and not, as in pre 
vious devices, only with radio receivers. The in- 
ventor expectS to refine his device to portable size, 
and thus he will make possible a great forward step 
in the world’s communication. For instance, a mo- 
torist, running out of gasoline on a rural road, would 
not need to tramp miles to a filling station or a tele 
phone; he would simply order fuel through his trav- 
eling transmitter, and wait for its delivery. If per- 
fection brings greater range, the explorer in the wil- 
derness, the traveler at sea, the aviator on a distance 
flight, will be able to converse with family and 
friends in their homes. The telephone brought a 
revolution in communication, but, with all its im- 
provements, has had to remain in a fixed position. 
Marconi,-who gave wings to words when he invented 
wireless telegraphy, now seems to have hit upon 
something that will bring the world’s inhabitants still 
closer together by giving wings to the telephone.

It is fairly. evident that, although the 
Federal Reserve System now possesses the 
legal and technical means to do its part in 
executing this policy, the necessary confi- 
dence is lacking to carry it out boldly. A 
policy of credit expansion depends not 
merely upon the will of the central bankers 
to create credit, but also upon willingness 
of cammercial bankers and business men 
to use it. The question, therefore, arises 
as to what are the controlling causes of 
this lack of confidence. 

They are to be found in part, we may 
suppose, in an indecision within the Federal 
Reserve System due to divided counsels. 
A policy of deliberate credit expansion is 
not orthodox banking, and, if current re- 
ports are reliable, there is within the Fed- 
eral Reserve System itself important oppo- 
simon by reputable but ultra-conservative 
individuals, This hesitation is reinforced, 
we May assume, by the fact that although 
the policy of expansion in the United States 
is ardently desired by most of the ouvier 
world, the Bank of France is believed to be 
controlled by old and highly orthodox gen- 
tlemen who are greatly alarmed at the ‘iea.

There is, in short, an economic war raging 
in the world, and during a war men have 
little confidence for enterprise.

The economic war is accentuated by the 
political tension arising out of the uncer- 
tainty as to what Europe will do a >out 
reparations and the United States about 
the war debts. For while it is perfactly 
possible for the governments and voters to 
say that they will not compromise and xt- 
tle, the price of this irreconcilability is tne 
destruction of confidence. 

Finally, the tension is increaséd by the 
fact that in the three nations which occ.ipy 
a central place in the situation today— 
France, Germany and the United States— 
the people are deeply and bitterly divided 
by sectional and class conflicts which para- 
lyze them in trying to make national de- 
cisions, ‘The most dangerous division is, of 
course, in Germany. The impending elec- 
tions are being fought with increasing bit- 
terness and, therefore, cause great uncer- 
tainty as to the future. 

Finally, there is the situation in Congress 
which undoubtedly reveals the pent-up sen- 
timent of the country, and there it has 
been shown since the collapse of Mr. Gar- 
ner’s leadership that, in the absence of a 
national program which inspires hope for 
the future, there is a strong disposition to 
resort to vindictive and punitive measires. 

Only the boldest and most resourceful 
leadership all along the line can open a 
way out of this destructive deadlock.

PROF. B. K. EMERSON DIES ‘ 
Noted Geologist Member Emeritus 

of Amherst College Staff. 
By the Associated Press. 

AMHERST, Mass, April 8.— 
Prof. Benjamin K. Emerson, 87 
years old, noted geologist, formerly 
on the faculty of Amherst College, 
died yesterday. From 1870 to 1872 
Dr. Emerson was instructor in geol- 
ogy at Amherst College and from 
1879 to 1917 he was professor of 
geoldgy and minerology. He had 
been professor emeritus since the 
latter date. He also was professor 


of geology and minerology at Smith 
College from 1878 to 1912.

Fricassee for Gaia Dinner 
and Cream of Chicken Soup 
From Left-Overs. 


In the Menus for the Week pub- 
lished in this section, a ‘chicken 
fricassee is suggested for Sunday 
dinner, for which a stewing chicken 
should be bought. Select one that 
weighs about five pounds. If the 
family is small serve the breast 
and thighs for one meal, saving the 
back, legs and other pieces to 


‘! cream or to make chicken hash for 


another meal. A chicken of the 
weight given above is a better buy 
than a smaller one as it has much 
more flesh in proportion to bone 
than a three or three and one-half 
pound bird. A family of six will 
require a chicken of this larger 
size. 

In a fricassee there will be 
stock left over to make cream of 
chicken soup for Monday's lunch. 
Put with stock any leftover rice, 
peas, carrots, celery from Sunday, 
simmer for 30 minutes to biend 
flavors, add one to two ci.ps milk 
and thicken with flour to con- 
sistency of any cream soup. 

Buy a piece of bottom round 
for Monday's Swiss steak—two 
pounds for six people or one and 
one-half pounds for four. In the 
latter case there may be a little left 
over which may be used for break- 
fast hash. 

On Sunday cook enough rhubarb 
to make sauce for Sunday supper 
and tarts on Monday. Use rhu- 
barb sauce, thickening it with 
cornstarch, two tablespoons to two 
cups rhubarb.

It sounds like an.echo of a Dick- 
“eng novel to read of tripes and on- 
ious, but we are assured that it is 
still a popular dish in England, 
‘and that no less a personage than 
the Prince of Wales recently ex- 
pressed his fondness for this com- 
bination. 

An English friend tells us of an 
old method of preparing it as fol- 
lows: 

Fresh tripe is used for boiling 
and the honeycomb variety is gen- 
erally preferred. Rinse tripe in 
cold water, cut in pieces and boil 
gently for 15 minutes. Then drain, 
cover with fresh boiling water and 
add two cups sliced onions to each 
pound of tripe. 


Cover and boil for 25 


gently 
minutes, add® one pint of milk to 
two pounds of tripe, season with 
salt and pepper and continue 
cooking slowly untii tripe is very 
tender. This will take anywhere 
from 40 minutes to one and one- 


fourth hours Add a large piece of.

Creole Tripe. 

In the southern part of this 
country tripe is sometimes served 
with Creole sauce, instead of with 
onions, and this is the recipe: Par- 
boil tripe for 15 minutes as above.

Grandmother’s Cook Book Re- 
veals Recipe for Luncheon 
or Supper Dish. 


In Grandmother’s time this rath- 
er unusual and substantial custard 
was served as part of the roast beef 
or pork course, but with the modi- 
fied diets of today it would seem 
rather too heavy served in that 
way.’ 

It is, however, excellent for 
luncheon or supper when the menu 
is sparse, and will present a new 
way of serving onions which should 
appear more often on the family ta- 
ble. 

Peel, chop fine, eight medium 
sized white onions. Melt three ta- 
blespoons butter in a thick sauce- 
pan, add onions, cover and cook 
very slowly until onions are tender 
but not browned. A heavy sauce- 
pan is needed to distribute heat 
evenly, and onions must cook very 
slowly to keep them from brown- 
ing. It will probably take from 20 
to 30 minutes cooking to make 
them perfectly tender. 

Meanwhile beat two eggs, add 
one and one-fourth cups thin 
cream, top milk or evaporated milk 
and water (three-fourths cup milk 
and. one-half cup water). When 
onions are tender, coo) slightly and 
stir into egg and milk mixture. 

Work together one tablespoon 
butter and one and one-half table- 
spoo.is sugar, then add one egg and 
beat until smooth. Stir in one- 
fourth cup milk and one cup flour 
sifted with one-half teaspoon bak- 
ing powder. Stir mixture until 
well blended and add enough ex- 
tra flour to make a dough that 
can be rolled out on a floured 
board. 

Line pine pans about an inch 
deep with dough which has been 
rolled to a scant qutarter inch 
thickness. Fill with onion  cus- 
tard mixture and bake in a hot 
oven for 10 minutes. Reduce heat 
to a moderate temperature, and 
continue cooking until custard is 
firm and crust browu. Serve warm 
or cold. 


CURRANT TEA CAKES

Just plain strawberries with 
sugar and cream are good, of 
course, and shortcake is always 
welcome, but as spring goes on 
and the berries are cheaper and 
more frequently served, why not 
enlarge the list of dessert pos- 
sibilities? 

Strawberry fritters are delicious 
and rather unusual, and a straw- 
berry Bavarian cream pie is one 
of those things that makes. the 
most commonplace meal a com- 
plete success. 

Strawberry Fritters. 

Select large ripe berries, was , 
Make a _=§ fritter 
batter as follows: Mix and sift one 
cup flour, one and one-half tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt and two tablespoons 
powdered sugar. Stir in one-third 
cup milk and one well beaten egg. 
If necessary, add a little more milk 
to make a rather thin batter. Dip 
berries one at a time in batter and 
fry at once in deep hot fat. Drain 
and serve with powdered sugar. 

Strawberry Cream Pie. 
Put sewieback through meat 


|'chopper to make two cups crumbs. ‘ 


Mix with one-half cup sugar, one- 
third cup melted butter and one 
egg white beaten stiff. Line a 
seven or eight-inch pie plate with 
this, using the back of a spoon to 
spread it evenly over bottom and 
sides. Put in a moderate oven for 
10 minutes or until well heated 
through. Cut 15 fresh marshmal- 
lows in piéces and add to one cup 
whipping cream, Let stand 15 
minutes, then beat until stiff. 

Soak one tablespoon plain gel- 
atine in one-fourth cup cold water 
for five minutes. Mix three- 
fourths cup sugar with three- 
fourths cup cold water and stir 
until boiling. Add the soaked ge)- 
atine and one cup mashed, ripe 
strawberries. Cool until beginning 
to stiffen, then whip into cream 
mixture. Pour into pie _ crust, 
which has been cooled. Chill and 
serve with a garnish of sliced sug- 
ared strawberries arranged in 
circles over top of pie. 


DELICIOUS FILLED COOKIES 
WITH FIGS AND RAISINS 


Half cup shortening, one cup of 
sugar, one ege. half cup.milk, one 
teaspoon vanilla extract, three and 
a half cups flour, half teaspoon of 
salt, four teaspoons baking powder. 

Cream shortening, add sugar, 
beaten egg, milk and vanilla; add 
flour, salt and baking powder, 
which have been sifted together. 
Roll out thin on slightly floured 
board and cut with cookie cutter. 
Place one teaspoon of filling on 
each cookie, cover with another 
cookie, press edges together. Bake 
in moderate oven 12 to 15 minutes. 

Filling. : 

Two teaspoons flour, half cup 
sugar, half cup water, half cup of 
chopped raisins, half cup chopped 
figs. 

Mix flour and sugar together; 
add water and fruit. Cook until 
thick, being very careful not to 


SHRIMP BAKED IN RAMKINS 
TOPPED WITH BREAD CRUMBS 


One can shrimp, one-fourth cup 
tomato soup, three tablespoons 
shortening, one tablespoon flour, 
one-fourth cup evaporated milk, 
salt, one-half cup cracker crumbs, 
one-fourth teaspoon chill powder, 
pepper, parsley. 

Melt one tablespoon shortening 
and mix with it cracker crumbs. 
Melt rest of shortening, mix flour 
with it, add milk and tomato soup 
and stir until creamy. Add shrimp 
—rinse in cold water to which has 
been added a tablespoon of vine- 
gar—and heat hot. 

Add chili powder and season fur- 
ther with salt and pepper. Put in 
ramekins, cover tops thickly with 
buttered cracker crumbs and bake 
in oven until of a rich brown.

It is the contention of the 
maker that if one holds this indi- 
cator about’20 inches from the 
eye, lincs up the base of the flag 
pole with the horizontal edge of 
the opening and moves the indica- 
tor to right or left until the top of 
the flag pole meets the curved side 
of the opening, the scale will au- 
tomatically >, the distance to the

Then all that necessary to 
reach the green i§ to pick out the 
proper club, make a perfect shot 
and presto! there you are with one 
putt left for a birdie or an eagle.

Each flag pole might not be ex-

Taber, president of the 
club, has been in Chicago for more 
than a week seeking the assistance 
of. the Shamrock owners and of 
the group of Chicagoans who were 
interested in buying the St. Louis 
franchise but, so far, he has been 
able to accomplish nothing. The

Prospects From 180 in Camp 


Scout Charley Barrett Tells of Youngsters Found at 
Springfield, Mo. Also Discovers and Signs 
Four on Pacific Coast. 


WARAAAAAM

Charley Barrett, the great Cardinal scout, back from his annual 
spring tour of the training camps of the organization, reports this 
crop of young ball players as unusually good. 


“We had 180 ‘letter’ recruits at 
Springfield, my last stop,” Charley 
stated, “and would you believe it, 
we found the bunch so good that 


we were abie to retain six of the 
youngsters. In other years we con- 
sidered ourselves fortunate if the 
batch of ‘letter-players’ produced 
éven one candidate for a job on a 
Class D league club. The six pros- 
pects this year included three 
pitchers, two infielders and an out- 
fielder. 
Kids from Coast, 

“But the best news I have for 
you is about the kids I picked up in 
California last fall. Remember I 
went out there and traveled around 
for a month. My time was well 
spent and the trip well worth while. 
I brought back the contract of four 
youngsters and they ali look great. 
The best of the quartet seems to be 


18 years old, who never had any 
professional experience. In spite 
of that he made such a fine im- 
pression that Billy Southworth 
wanted him for his Rochester club, 
He has been assigned to Columbus 
of the American Association and 
just take a tip from Heine Muel- 
ler’s Uncle Charley and watch this 
kid. I wouldn't be surprised to sce 
him in a Cardinal uniform in two 
more years. We had an offer of 
$2500 for him, which is very un- 
usual for a raw recruit like that. 
“The other youngsters from Cali- 
fornia are Lawrence ‘Lefty’ Barton, 
19-year-old first baseman; Allen De 
Hoog, 21-year-old _ left-handed 
pitcher, and Frank Sabella, a right- 
handed pitcher, 20 years old. Bar- 
ton will be sent to Mobile or 
Springfield, the latter club prob- 
because he needs experience. 
De Hoog is from Occidental Col- 
lege at Los Angeles and has been 


assigned to Elmira. Sabella will be 
sent to the Springfield club, though 
he showed so much that South- 
worth wanted him, too, 

“We are so well pleased -with 
what I found on the: Pacific Coast 
that we probably will establish an 
independent club out there, man- 
aged and directed by one of our 
men. We'll pick up promising 
young players of college age and 
make the team a training -school 
for prospects.” 

Barrett said that about 75 young 
players who had been recommend- 
ed by scouts or friends of the Car- 
dinal organization had followed the 
“letter-players” into Springfield 
and that all but about 40 of them 
had been released. Those remain- 
ing will be distributed among the 
various Class D, C and B clubs. 

Danville Camp. 

Danville will open another train- 
ing camp April 18, with about 70 
“letter” ball players and about thie 
same number of contract prospects 
due to report. 

“We will keep a squad of re- 
cruits at one of the camps, prob- 
ably Springfield,” Barrett « ex- 
plained, “even after’ we have sup- 
plied all the minor league farms. 
It is possible that we have sent out 
some players who won’t make the 
grade. In such cases the failures 
will be released by tthe various 
managers and we will use the sur- 
plus at Springfield to send replace- 
ments for the rejected players. 
Then when every effort has been 
made to place the others with other 
clubs, in or out’ of the organization, 
we will release the ones we have 
left. It may be the depression that 
has caused more young men to turn 
to baseball for a livelihood, but it 
does seem that the recruits were a 
little better this year than in the 
past.”
